CLYDE MATTOX SAVED. 


The President Commutes His Sen- 
tenee to Life Imprisonment.

dent has commuted to imprisonment 
for life te death sentence imposed 
upon Clyde Mattox of Kansas. This is 
@ case in which the prisoner’s mother, 
after appealing personally to the l’resi- 
dent, secured a letter assuring her that 
“the death sentence would not be carried 


out, 
Mattox was convicted of killing an old 
‘iored man, John Mullen, who was 
seeking to protect two colored girls. He 
was convicted and sentenced to be 
hanged in Kansas in 1891. He gained a 
new trial from the United States Su- 
preme Court, and after two more trials 
was again convicted and resentenced 
to death on March 23, 1894. Another ap- 
peal was taken to the United States 
Supreme Court, and this time judgment 
-Syas affirmed, and the convict was sen- 
‘tenced to be hanged on October 11 of 
this year. As a last resort, an appeal 
was-made to the President. 
his indorsement, the President 
“Tt is with nyuch hesitation that 
T.can show any measure of clemency in 
this case, inasmuch as I do not regard 
this convict as entitled to any .sym- 
pathy because of his former life or tes- 
timony taken in the trial. I have con- 
ehided, however, after anxious and per- 
plexing consideration of all facts pre- 
sented me to save the. convict from 
death awaiting him under the sentence 
of the court. and at the same time ef- 
fectively protect society in future 
against his vicious propensities by di- 
recting his imprisonment during life. I 
am constrained to this course simply 
and solely because I cannot shut out 
the fear that certain testimony offered 
upon his trial and excluded by the 
court, and which a: strong minority of 
«the Supreme Court held should have. 
been received, might, if admitted, have 
produced a result more favorable to the 
convict and probably averted his sen- 
tence to death.” ee

WORK FOR LIFE-SAVERS. 


HAVOC WROUGHT BY THE sTORM 
ON THE LAKES, 


Capt. Andrew vohnson Lost While 
Endeavoring to Procure Asaint- 
ance for His Vessel—Additions to 
the List of Missing Craft.

CHICAGO, Oca. 1.—-Many reports of 
damage to property and the loss of a 
number of lives on the lakes in the 
storm of Sunday and Sunday night 
reached here last night.

When driven back on the first at- 
tempt to reach the North Pole, Peary 
decided to press forward again in 1894. 
He had buried his food in the ice but 
he could not locate the cache. He wak 
obliged to kill his dogs, one by one, and 
feed them to the others. Dyche and 
party lived on walrus meat when they 
could get it. The professor states em- 
phatically’that the party would never 
have reached America had it not been 


that, when just on the verge of starva-: 


tion, Pearv and Henson killed some 
musx-oxen.

WARSHIP LOST 
The Cristobal Colon in 
a Cyclone. 

She Goes Upon a Big Reel in 
Cuban Waters. 


Placed Hors du Combat in 
Two Weeks. 


Mer Crew All Saved—The Wreck is 
Felt Keenly Because of the Lack 
of Vessels at the Istand—The 
Question of Autonomy. 


(MBGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 
HAVANA, Oct, 1.—(By South Amert- 


can Cable.) Following close upon the 
loss of the Spanish cruiser Barcastegui, 
sunk in collision with the Spanish mer- 


chant steamer Mortera, off Moroo Castie. 


at the entrance to this harbor, at mid- 
night on September 18, comes the news 
of the wreck and probable total loss of 
the Spanish warship Cristobal Colon, a 
second-class cruiser of about twelve 
hundred tons displacement and about 
sixteen hundred horse-power. 

The Cristobal Colon formed part of 
the fleet of the Spanish warships de- 
tailed to watch the coast of Cuba to 
prevent the landing of filibustering ex- 
peditions. The cruiser carried four 
twelve-centimeter Hontori guns, two 
seven-centimeter guns and two rapid- 
firing guns. Her crew is estimated at 
three hundred officers and men. The 
station of the Cristobal Colon was the 
waters about Cape Antonio, off the 
western extremity of Cua, her com- 
mander having particular instructions 
fo watch the Gulf of Corrientes and 
Guardiana, south and north of Cape 
Antonio. The disaster occurred off Colo- 
rado Point, in the Gulf of Guardiana,

The exact details have not yet been 
made known, but as far as can be gath- 
ered the facts are as follows: For 
some days cyclonic disturbances pre- 
vailed. The Cristobal Colon appears to 
have encountered severe. weather off 
Antonio and to have put inte the Gulf 


of foe shelter. There she, 


tad tried to out the fierce gale and 
heavy sea, biit was slowly driven to- 
ward Colorado Point, off which there 
is a dangerous reef. When the comman- 
der of the cruiser saw that he eould not 
make headway against the storm, heat- 
tempted to anchor, according to one re- 
port, but the anchorsewould not hold, 
and the cruiser was driven ashore. 

Another report has it that the Cristo- 
bal Colon ran on a reef at night, when 
here commander believed her far 
enough off shore to stem the force of 
the cyclone. In any case, she ran 
ashore in a most dangerous position, 
and with a heavy sea running. Every- 
thing possible seems to have been done 
to save the cruiser, but she was finally 
abandoned as a helpless wreck, pound- 
ing herself slowly to pieces on Colorado 
Reef. Some of the crew swam ashore, 
others reached shore by means of 
pieces of wreckage and in boats. 
were saved. 

The commander of the Cristobal Co- 
lon reached Havana today. He would 
only say that the Cristobal Colon wads 
driven ashore on Colorado Reef, owing 
to the violence of the cyclone, and it is 
probable that she will prove a total 
loss. Efforts, however, will be made to 
save her guns. ; 


IT CAST A GLOOM. 

MAVANA, Oct. 1—The wreck of the 
warship Cristobal Colon has cast a feel- 
ing of intense gloom over the govern- 
ment officials here. There are none too 
many Spanish vessels in these waters 
at present, and the loss of the Cristobal 
Colon will be keenly felt by the govern- 
ment at this crisis. Of course the 
friends of the insurgents are circulating 
the usual sensational stories regarding 
this latest disaster to the Spanish ves- 
sels. claiming that the cruiser was 
sunk by a torpedo-boat exploded by in- 
surgents. In official circles, however, 
this report is classed as being “noth- 
ing more than an invention of the reb- 
els,” and the distinct statement is made 
that there is absolutely no reason for 
doubting the official announcement that 
the Cristobal Colon was driven on the 
Colorado Reef by the violence of a cy- 
clone and not as a result of the explo- 
sion of an insurgent, torpedo. 

In spite of this official assertion, there 
is no doubt that the government has 
not thought if proper to make public 


all the facts in this case and this may 


not be done until the official report of 
the commander of the wrecked cruiser 
has been received and passed upon. 

A FRENCH CABLE.

THE QUESTION OF AUTONOMY. 


LONDON, Oct. of a 
long letter from Hava published in 
the Times, a correspondent says that 
the longer he stays in Cuba and the 
more he sees of the Cubans the 
stronger has become his conviction that 
a large measure of autonomy is neces- 
sary if Spain wishes to preserve Cuba 
in a peaceful state. ; 

“The whole feeling of the people,” he 
proceeds, “is against the continuance of 
the existing system. Spain must, there- 
fore, look the situation in the face and 
grant radical reforms. It seems impos- 
sible to me, however, that Cuba, as an 
independent republic, could ever hope 
to be happy and united.” 

The correspondent is convinced that 
the most vital point at whieh the au- 
‘thorities.can strike the irsurgents is 
in supplies of war material. The insur- 
gents cannot even maintain their num- 


forthcoming. “If Spain can prevent the 
landing of. expeditions,” the letter con- 
cludes, “a severe blow will be dealt to 
the prospects of the revolution.”

SOME COMPARISONS INVOLVING BIG 
FIGURES, 


An Increase of Nearly Two Million 
Dollars for September—Growth 
in Three Years—Receipts Not 
Equal to Expenditures, 


(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 1.—The monthly 
statement of the public debt issued by 
the Treasury Department today shows 
the public debt on September 30, less 
cash in the treasury, to have been 
$941,099,946, an increase for the month 
of $1,834,847, The debt is recapitulated 
as follows: 

Interest-bearing debt, _$747,360,820: 
debt on which interest has ceased since 
maturity, $1,685,660; debt bearing no 
interest, $377,448,619,..making an aggre- 
gate of $1,126,494,999, exclusive of $600,- 
227,693 in certificates and treasury notes 
offset by an equal amount of cash in the 
treasury. 

The cash in the treasury is classified 
as follows: Gold, $143,557,512; silver, $507,- 
677,524; paper, $160,607,265; bonds, dis- 
bursing officers’ balances, etc., $16,047,- 
108, making a total of $825,889,408, against 
which there are demand _ liabilities 


amounting to $642,484.045, leaving a net 
cash balance of $185,405,363 


The records of the Treasury Depart- 


ment show. that on October 1, 1892, the 


public debt amounted to $966,518,164, 
with $131,895,918 net cash in the treas- 
ury. On October 1, 1893, the public debt 
had decreased to $961,386,775, with the 
net cash oh hand reduced to $106,875,633. 
On October 1, 1894, the public debt had 
been increased to $1,017,566,336, and the 
net cash reduced to $118,919,719. On Oc- 
tober 1, 1895, the public debt had been 
further increased to $1,126,494,999, and 
the net cash in the treasury increased 
to $185,405,363. gts | the year ending 
October 1, 1893, the net increase in the 
public debt was therefore $19,888,894. 
During the year ended October 1, 1895, 
the net increase was $43,443,019. During 
the last three years, however, the net 
increase in the debt has been $106,467,390, 
and during the same time the increase 
in the interest-bearing debt has been 
$162,329,650. 

Since June 80, 1892, the net expendi- 
tures of the government have exceeded 
the recelpts by $120,151,467, as follows: 
Fiscal year ended June 30, 1893, surplus

NEW YORK, Gct, 1.—A special to the 
World from Columbia, 8. C., says that 
five of the six negro delégates to the 
South Carolina Constitutional Conven- 
tion, which proposes to disfranchise 
the blacks, have joined in an address 
to the North, through the World. The 
address says, among other things: 

‘The seventh constitutional conven- 


tion called in South Carolina is in ses- | 


sion. It has been called for the purpose 
of dealing with the. negro problem. 


Those who have advocated its assem- | 


bling have been explicit in their declar- 
ation of the purposes to be accom- 
plished, the disfranchisement of the ne- 
gro and the elimination of him entirely, 
not from a participation in elections, 
for he has not since 1886 had any show 
at all in-any of the elections held in 
the State, but of the possibility 
of the negro uniting with the con- 
servative Democratic faction and 
thus ousting from place and power 
those now in control of the gov- 
ernment. e chief obstacle in the 
way of accomplishing what is desired 
is the fourteenth and fifteenth amend- 
ments to the Federal Constitution. This 
difficulty removed ,there will be plain 
sailing. 

“The Hon. Benjamin R. Tillman, who 
is the head and front of the movement, 
has not been at all politic or hypocriti- 
cal as to his intentions. He has said 
that his object is ¢o0 disfranchise as 
many negroes as he can, without dis- 
franchising a single white man except 
for crime.” 

The report of the Suffrage Commit- 
tee of the constitutional convention was 
made today. It provides for the regis- 
tration of qualified voters. The quali- 
fications of electors given in the fol- 
lowing section are regarded as practi- 
cally disqualifying the majority of the 
negroes on account of the educational 
and property requirements: ee 

“The person applying for registration 
must be able to read and wrife any sec- 
tion in this constitution, or must show. 
that he owns and pays taxes on $300 
worth of property in this State: pro- 
vided that, at the first registration un- 
der this constitution and up o January 
1, 1898, all male persoris of voting age, 
who can read a clause in the constitu- 
tion or understand and cxplain It when 
read to them by the registration officer, 
shall be eligible to register and become 
electors. A separate record of every 
illiterate person ‘thus registered, sworn 
to by the registration officer shall be 
filed, one copy with the clerk of court, 
and one in the office of the secretary of 
state, on or before January 1, 1898, and 
such person shall remain during his life- 
time a qualified elector unless. con-. 
squalifying crime. The

APPARENTLY INTERMINABLE. 
“SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 1.—Just ten 
weeks have passed since the Durrant 
trial commenced, and the weary length 
of the case still seems to stretch inter- 
minably out. It entered today upon its 
eleventh week, with the case of the 
defense just barely presented. 
is no telling how long it will last. 

Any number of witnesses have been 
summoned for the defense, just how 
many the attorneys refuse to disclose. 
How many more they hope to discover 
between how and the resting of their 
case, they are entirely unable to state. 
At the rate they are proceeding ii will 
take longer than it did for the prose- 
cution to present its case. Following 
the presentation by the defense comes 
rebuttal and re-rebuttal with witnesses 
on either side whose names aw legion, 
experts on chirograpby, gas, medical 
lectures and reputation, jewelers and 
carpenters galore and microscopists; 
whose whole attention will be given to 
reddish stains on doors and shoes. 

It is certain that it will take many 
weeks before the fate of Durrant is in- 
trusted to the jury, and in those weeks 
much that is exceedingly breezy, if not 
sensational, must crop up. Meanwhile, 
the attorneys, the detectives and the 
writers of anonymous letters are busy. 
Another one, presumably a . woman, 
signing “Who Knows,” has written a 
letter to Mayor Sutro to the effect that 
Durrant and two other nfen murdered 
Blanche Lamont in Golden Gate Park, 
and that Minnie Williams met her 
death at the hands of an unknown. 
THE CASE AGAINST REV. GIBSON. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 1.—One of the 
attorneys for the Durrant defense, A. 
W. Thompson, has consented, in the 
light of the remarks made public by 
Rev. J. George Gibson, to outline the 
facts and theories which caused Eu- 
gene Deuprey, in his opening statement, 
to throw suspicion. upon the pastor of 
Emanuel Church and to intimate to the 
jury that the reasonable doubt which 
the defense wishes to show will point 
toward the same gentleman. 

The defense does not like Rev. Gib- 
son's remarks at all. In the first place, 
Durrant’s lawyers say that the pastor’s 
assertion that Durrant considered him 
guilty Was entirely uncalled for, as Dur- 
rant never expreesed himself on the sub- 
ject and would not have declined the 
pastoral hand had it been extended to 
him at any time since his arrest. The 
theory of Rev. Gibson's guilt comes en- 
tirely from the. lawyers and they are 
giad to stand by their opinions. 

The first suspicions of the defense in 
regard to the miatter arose during the 
preliminary examination -from Rev. 
Gibson's own testimony. It was in re- 
gard to the Minnie Williams case that 
the first doubts arose. In his testimony 
the defense states, Gibson made many 
admissions that looked queer and some 
denials that looked more queer. Ac- 
cording to his own story, they say, he 
was tn his study from 6 until 7:30 o'clock 
on the night of the Williams murder. At 
the latter hour he left his study and 
walked to Dr. Vogel's, a distance of 
three blocks, arriving there shortly be- 
fore 8 o'clock. It occurred to Durrant’s 
attorneys that that was slow time. 
Later Dr. Gibson modified his testi- 
mony, stating that he arrived at the 
Vogels’'a reasonable time after 7:30 
o’cloek. 

But according to Mrs. McVey, they 
point out, Miss Williams, if she went 
directly to the church, must have ar- 
rived there at about the same “time. 
Their conclusion is obvious: The two 
were there alone for an hour anda half 
and their theory is that, the murder 
committed, the perpetrator went to the 
Vogel social and enjoyed himself. 

Another point dwelt upon by the de- 
fense is the fact the lock of the library 
door was pried off and by the pastor’s 
chisel. The forcing they iike to talk 
about. Both Durrant and “Wing had 
keys to the lock, therefore the former 
would not have forced it. The person 
who forced the lock did not have a key 
to it, they argue, 

One of their dramatic points is that’ 
Gibson, by his own admission, was the 
last person known to have been in the 
church on Friday night, and the first 
one on Saturday morning, In the La- 
mont case they have a new ground for 
suspicion which has never been made 
public, and which did not appear in the 
preliminary examination. This is the 
fact, hitherto unknown, but which the 
defense expects to prove hy one or more 
competent, unimproachable witnesses, 
that Blanche Lamont had intended to 
address the prayer-meeting on the 
evening of April 3. 

It seems that onthe Sunday evening 
preceding Blanche Lamont’s Gisappear- 
ance she remarked at the :neeting of 
the Young People’s Society of Chris- 
tian Endeavor, which met before even- 
ing service and at which Miss lLLamont 
was a faithful attendant, that she was 
going to speak at the prayer meeting 
on April 3 on the subject of “My Dual 
Life,” and wished to consult her pastor 
on the subject. That she did rot 
the minister on Monday or Tuesday the 
defense can prove. They do not expect 
to show that she visited his study on 
Wednesday, but they can prove by the 
young ladies who overheard incr re- 
mark that she intended consult him, 
and they can also show that Wednes- 4 
was her first oppor- 
u.nity.

The Prominent Episcopalians from 
Whom He May Chosen. . 


SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 1.—A ques- 
tion agitating the Episcopal clergy ef 
the State is. “Who is to be the first 
of the new diocese?” . 

Some day within the next three weeks 
the general convention, which con- 
venes at Minneapolis tomorrow, will 
ratify the decision of the forty-fifth an- 
nual convention of the diocese of Call- 
fornia held in May last at St. Paul's 
Church, Los Angeles. It will then be 
in order for the new diocese to choose a 
bishep. After the general convention, 
and the approval of the proposed 
division of the diocese, it will be in or- 
der for Bishop Nichols to call an extra 
convention of the clergy and lay dele- 
gates of the new Giccese. He may, if 
he chooses, then select over which dio- 
cese he will. preside. 

“It is not anticipated,” sNid the Rev. 
Frank H. Church, secretary of the 
Diocesan Conventidn, “that Bishop 
Nichols will choose the South dio- 
cese, and so the people of the uth 
will choose their own man.” 

Rev. Church was asked whether the 
new bishop would be selected from 
within or without the new diocese. 

“Very likely,’’ he replied, ‘‘frorr the 
outside. You see, clergymen are human 
after all, and it if perhaps safer not to 
choese a man who is too well l7nown.” 

“Has any outsider been mentionueda’” 

“I haye not heard a name _  whis- 


“If any outsider be not chosen, wno 
are the most likely candidates?” 

“Well, that is not exactly a nice 
question for me to answer. There have 
been five gentlemen named, arid with 
the proviso that an outsider is not 
chosen, one of the five would probably 
be the new bishop.” 

Rev. Church then named the follow- 
ing gentlemen, making a brief com- 
ment as each name was mentioned: 
“The Rev. H. B. Restarick is the rec- 
tor of St. Paul's, San Diego. He is 
also dean of the southern convocation, 
and is the oldest divine as such in the 
jurisdiction; the Rev. John Gray is the 
rector of St. Paul's, Los Angeles, and is 
well known here, as he was the rector 
of the Church of the Advent in this 
city; the Rev. B. W. R. Tayler of St. 
James, Los Angeles, is a very active 
old man, and has a large parish; the 
Rev. Alfred 8S. Clark, rector of Christ 
Church, Los Angeles, and the Hev. 
Milton C. Dotton of All-Saints’ Church, 
Riverside.”’ 

Other Episcopal clergymen declined 
to discuss the candidates for the mitre, 
but assented to the proposition that if 
an outsider be not chosen, one of the 
five named by the Rev. Church would 
be the new. bishop. 


THE TRIENNIAL CONFERENCE. 

MINNEAPOLIS (Minn.,) Oct. 1.— 
Everything is now in readiness for the 
opening of the great triennial confer- 
ence of the Episcopal church here to- 
morrow. A large number of bishops 
and clerical and lay delegates are al- 
ready on the ground. Ex-Senator Ed- 
munds of Vermont and his wife arrived 
this morning and J. Pierpont Morgan, 
accompanied by Bishop Potter and 
Bishop Doane, will arrive tomorrow 
morning. 

The commission which has in charge 
the revision of the constitution held a 
final meeting today behind closed doors. 
The report as agreed. upon does not 
,please the lay members of the commis- 
sion who have not been able to attend 
its meetings as regularly as the bish- 
ops.. They believe it gives the house of 
bishops too much power and they ob- 
ject to the election of a primus. 


THE EQUALIZERS. 


The Utica Mine and San Joaquin As- 
sessments—Exceptions, 
MEGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

SACRAMENTO, Oct. 1.—Afa’meeting 
of the State Board of Equalization held 
today, Beamer, Morehouse and Colgan 
took vigorous exceptions to an editorial 
article in. a San Francisco paper Which 
expressed the opinion that the board 
had outlived its usefulness. 

A letter was read from B. F. Thomp- 
son of Jenny Lind, Calaveras county, 
complaining that last year the assess- 
ment on the Utica mine was raised to 
$175,000, a sum which: Thompson thinks 
is ridiculously low, because one-third 
interest of the Hobart estate in the 
Utica mine was appraised at $1,000,000. 
Thompson added that there were sev- 
eral other mines in that vicinity that 
were evading payment of their just 
taxes. Clerk Colgan was instructed to 
transmit a copy of the letter to the 
Board of Supervisors and the Assessor 
of Calaveras county. 

A communication was read from an 
assessor in a San Joaquin Valley county 
to the effect that several. lawyers in 
the county seat had given the opinion 
that the county assessor had no legal 
right to assess property in a higher sum 
than that mentioned by the owners of 
the property, but that any increase over 
the owner’s estimate should be left to 
the, County Board of Equalization. The 
clerk was requested to inform the as- 
sessor that his action in assessing prop- 
erty at a higher value than that. given 
by the owner was legal and correct.

the revenues of which were devoted to 
the rearing and educating of the boy. 
Of the charge of embezzlement on 
which she was convicted, the woman 
claims that she has been gressly mis- 
represented, and attributes her present 
sad plight and the delay before Deing 
tried. to the effort of those who were 
anxious to have her out of the way. 

“T am not ingane,”’ said she. “and 
when I say that I can prove my mar- 
riage to Senator Fair, I am not speak- 
ing for effect. My baby son Is now be- 
ing cared for by friends in the corntry.

A ROUND VALLEY LYNCHING. 


Jack Littlefield Seized by a Mob and 
Hanged. 

UKIAH, Oct.>1.—Lynching has re- 
sulted from the shooting of J. M. Vin- 
ton In Round Valley last Saturday. 
Vinton left his stock-ranch to look up 
cattle, Meeting some Indians he stopped 
to talk to them. [fn ‘the midst of the 
conversation Vinton fell, shot by a 
rifle, which he said was fired from a 
tree behind which he saw Jack Little- 
field. Vinton and Littlefield ‘were rival 
cowboys ‘and enemies. Vinton was 
taken to his cabin and cared for. He 
is still alive; although his recovery is 
doubtful. 

The officers of Trinity county were 
immediately informed, and a posse was 
promptly organized for the purpose of 
placing Littlefield under arrest. Little- 
field was found near his cabin shortly 
thereafter, but it was not until several 
shots were fired that he surrendered. 
Immediately after his arrest, Little- 
field was placed on 4 horse, ard, ac- 
companied by officers, was taken to 
Yreka to jail. 

About a quarter of a mile from the 
boundary line of Mendocino county the 
posse was met by a mob of masked 
cowboys. ‘Not only were the men dis- 
guised, but the heads of their horses 
were also covered with grain-sacks. 
As soon as Littlefield discovered the 
mob he sprang from his horse and made 
a desperate attempt to escape. The 
mob immediately began firing at the 
fleeing man, and when.the o rs in- 
terfered they were told by the mob.-to 
move on, as they could avtend to their 
man. The officers promptly obeyed the 
command. The firing continued until 
Littlefield fell to the ground, wounded. 


He was then taken by the crowd to a- 


tree standing near by. A rope was 
placed around his neck, and he was 
strung up. The mob then dispersed. 


_ AN OFFICIAL JOKE. 
Detectives Harris Arrested Together 
with a Stool Pigeon.

SACRAMENTO, Oct. 1.—Officers Ma- 
ley and Higgins tonight arrested a 
Swede, who was pointed out to them 
as being in the act of passing a green- 
back which had been raised from $1 
to $20. Just as the policemen were 
placing him in the wagon an elderly 
man stepped up and asked what the 
trouble was.

The dispositions are said to be 
precautionary against Ecuador, but 
they are not apparently justified by the 
affairs of Ecuador and they are incom- 
patible with President Caro’s mes- 
sage of September 6, and with Alfaro's 
assurance of neutrality and evident de- 
sire to respect the rights of Ecuador's 
neighbors. 

A dispatch from Gloucester, Mass,, 
says that the new American liner St. 
Paul, which left Delaware Capes at 
4:30 o'clock Monday, anchored off_ this 
port at 5:30 o'clock yesterday. During 
the run up‘the coast the ship behaved 
admirably, speeded up to ninety-four on 
a spurt, which is within one stroke of 
the.maximum capacity, and during this 
period the steam pressure ran up to 
197 pounds, three pounds less than the 
maximum. An estimated speed of 21 
knots was acquired with a horse-power 
of about twenty thousand.

VENTURA 
Trustees Refuse to Purchase Water 
and Light Piants. 

VENTURA, Oct. 1—(Regular Corre- 
spondence.) The option of the Santa 
Ana Water and Lighting Company was 
rejected by the Board of Trustees last 
night, and Ventura will not acquire the 
ownership of the water and light plants, 
or own or control the two systems for 
many years to come. This action of the 
Trustees, while not entirely unexpected, 
has caused considerable discussion and’ 
provoked much adverse criticism of the 
tactics of the board in reaching this 
conclusion of the much-disputed ques- 
tion of municipal ownership of light 
and water. 

When Chairman J. S. Collins called 
the board to order the Town Hall was 
completely filled with an interested. and 
expectant audience of taxpayers and 
others in interest. After Chairman Col- 

ns stated the object of the meeting, 
the ball opened with a statement by 
Senator Orestes Orr that the water 
company .stood ready to carry out the 
terms of their option. He reviewed in 
brief the disputed points as to title. 
and concluded with the statement that 
the company was prepared: to furnish 
bonds in any amount desired to pro- 
tect the city in the event of suits being 
brought which might affect the title. 
At the conclusion of Senator Orr’s state- 


ment the report of the committee of the 
whole was ded up by Chairman E. 
M. Jones. The report consisted of a 


fourteen-page typewritten opinion, by 
Messrs. Barnes & Selby, special counsel 
employed by the committee, to pass on 
the title of- the Land and Power Com- 
pany and the Santa Ana Water Com- 
pany. The opinion covered each parcel 
of land and right-of-way owned or con- 
trolled by the companies, and in an ex- 
haustive manner reviewed the property 
rights as found of record. In conclud- 
ing their opinion, the attorneys used 
the following language as to the power 
of the Trustees in the question of mu- 
nicipal ownership and sale of water. 
which has been a disputed point with 
the general public since the project of 
purchasing the water and lighting 
plants was first broached: 


“A municipal corporation can exer- 
cise only such powers as have been 
conferred upon it in its charter, or by 
some general law. These powers must 
be granted in express words, or they 
must benecessarily or fairly impliedin or 
incident to the power expressly granted, 
or they must be indispensible to the de- 
clared objects and purposes of the in- 
carporation, and any fair, reasonable 
doubt concerning the existence of the 
power is resolved by the courts against 
the corporation and the power Is denied, 
These are general and undisputed prop- 
ositions of law and we have been con- 
trolled by themin our conclusions. We 
give it as our opinion that the Trustees 
of the town have no power, express or 
implied, to acquire and hold fer..the 
town the property set forth in the 
schedule, except so far as the same is 
necessary’ for munictpal purposes only; 
and that such municipal ptrposes do 
not include supplying the inhabitants of 
the town with water for domestic use 
and irrigation,” 

Considerable discussion followed the 
reading of the report, during which the 
question of title of several pieces of re- 
alty was fully explained by City At- 
torney W. E. Shepherd, who urged the 
boerd to ratify the will of the peop! 
which had been expressed by a major- 
ity vote of 7 to 1 at the special election 
called for the purpose. After the mat- 
ter had been discussed freely and fully. 
Trustee E. M. Jones, who clearly held 
the whole debate in hand, offered the 
following motion: 

“I move that the option of the Santa 


‘Ana Water Company now be rejected 


on the ground of their not being able 
to give a good and sufficient title.” 

In explanation of his motion Mr. Junes 
said: “I do not consider that the title 
to their water is good and sufficient. To 
their land they might make good title. 
but they have not shown good title to 
their water. I consider it very defi- 
cient.” 

The original ._motion was. then 
amended by Trustee Giddings, as fol- 
lows: “Also that the town has no power 
to exercise the-functions of the Santa 
Ana Water Company asa private cor- 
poration.” ~ 

The motion and amendment acted a 
a fire-brand and a heated discussion in 
which attorneys, trustees and taxpay- 
ers each took part, ensued. Trustee 
Jones acted as spokesman for the board, 
and was on more than one occasion 
cornered by the opposition. ie 

City Attorney Shepherd warned the 
board against thwarting the will of the 
people, who had sanctioned the pur- 
chase of the water and light systems, 
and in detail reviewed the whole situa- 
tion from its inception down to date. 
He was followed by Town Marshal 
Frank Cook in the same strain. G. W. 
Chrisman, superintendent of the Water 
Company, in answer to a query by 
Trustee Jones, stated that the com- 
pany would protect the city from pos- 
sible damage by suit against title, but 
would not guarantee any specified 
quantity of water. The company had 
been in possession of the water for 
years, and at all times, even during 
the: dry season of 1894, had had suffi- 
ecient for all demands. He asked that 
in fairness to the company the resolu- 
tion offered by Trustee Jones be voted 
down, as it made an uncalled-for at- 
tack on the title of the company, which 
had no warrant in fact. 

He was followed by Leon Cerf, a 
heavy taxpayer, who had been pro- 
‘nounced in his op ition to the bond 
scheme at the Bow ong election, but who, 
in view of the large majority given in 
favor of the bonds, now favored the 
purchase..of the two systems. He 
thought the Jones resolut-:on a mistake, 
as it evidenced a desire to injure the 


property interests of the Water Com- 


pany. 

N. Blackstock urged the trustees to 
consider well before they placed them- 
selves on recofd as reversing. them- 
selves, they, as a board, having by 
unanimous vote passed an ordinance of 
intention, and ordered a special elec- 
tion, at large expense to the taxpayers, 
whose will as then expressed they now 
proposed to thwart. He pointed out 
the fact that the committee of the 
whole, headed by E. M. Jones, had re- 
tained F. W. Ewing as special attorney 
to investigate the very questions that 
they now sought to use as an excuse 
for their present action. .He charac- 
terized the Jones resolution as an un- 
ealled-for attack on the property rights 
of a heavy taxpaying corporation, and 
urged the board to defeat or withdraw 
it. For himeelf he stated that he was 
opposed to the municipal ownership of 
the water, etc., but as the people had 
voted for the scheme, why, let them 
have it. 

Mr. Ewing then asked permission to 
set himself right on the matter of the 
opinion furnished by him to the Board 
of Trustees. He forced Trustee Jones 
to admit that his opinion was, as re- 
gards the facts and law, identical with 
the later opinion of Barnes & Selby, 
and that when the Trustees passed the 
ordinances and ordered the special elec- 
tion they had full notice of the ques- 
tions now in dispute. 

Mr. Jones at this point asked Presi- 
dent E. Foster of the Water Com- 
pany if he would settle the matter by 
withdrawing his option. To which Mr. 
Foster replied, in substance, that he 
most positively refused to recede one 
inch. from: the ground which he had 
taken. He stood ready to make good 
his part. of the contract. Hé would 
furnish bonds in any amount to prodtect 
the city in the purchase of the title. 
He would guarantee nothing in the 
matter of number of inches of water 
furnished, but; as a matter of fact, 
cared very little whether the board pur- 
chased the 
not: The resolution he deemed an un- 
just and unmwarranted attack on his 


ter and light plants or }: 


company’s interests, which the board 
could pass or not, as they saw fit. 

This was a clincher, as the Trustees 
evidently thought that the company, 
to avoid the publicity and implied 
cloud on their title, would withdsaw 
their option, which would settle the 
matter. Failing in this, Mr. Jones 
then, with the consent of his second, 
Mr. Giddings, withdrew his motion, 
and substituted one.rejecting the pur- 
chase on the grounds as set forth in 
the opinion of special counsel. 

Summed up the matter now stands 
as follows: The present Board of Trus- 
tees, after ordering a special election, 
passing an ordinance of intention and 
négotiating with a Los Angeles bank- 
ing firm for the sale of the bonds, now 
rescind their past acts and refuse to 
complete the implied contract as made 
by them to the representatives of the 
Water Company. 

The expenses so far incurred for two 
sets of special counsel, publication of 
ordinances, special election and inci- 
dentals have been very heavy, and the 
end is riot yet, as by a special minute 
order made last night the lengthy 
opinion of special counsel was ordered 
published. 

A gentleman who is thoroughly con- 
versant with @il the various combina- 
tions and complications of the trans- 
action, explained the action of the 
Trustees in the following manner: 
When the subject of purchase was first 
mooted, the board, as a whole, were 
opposed to the scheme. They passed 
the ordinance and called the special 
election in the evident belief that the 
people would vote against the bonds. 
Much to their surprise the result was 
overwhelmingly the . other way, and 
they have been looking for obstacles 
until last night’s meeting, when they 
were. forced into the last ditch, and, 
fearing an increase in the tax levy, re- 
voked all their previous acts. As they 
have not repealed the ordinance, the 
matter my come up egain before the 
new board, which will be elected in De- 
cember, provided, of course, that the 
Water Company does not withdraw the 
option meantime. 

That the question will be made an 
issue in the coming town election is a 
certainty. The meeting was the hot- 
test held in Ventura in years, and will 
be far-reaching in its effects. The

AN ALLEGED NUISANCE. 


Steps Taken to Suppress the Mur- 
* Fieta Block Bagnio. 

According to out-givings from the 
District Attorney’s office, the social- 
evil question is again to be raised. The 
move this time is directed against a 
notorious house on New High street, 
conducted by Mme. Van, for whose ar- 
rest, and likewise the arrest of Deputy 
Sheriff Juan Murrieta, the proprietor of 
the building in which Mme. Van and 
her fairies are located, warrants may 
be issued in a few days. 

Justice Morrison some time ago de- 


cided that houses of this kind can be 


suppressed under what is termed the 
nuisance act. Complaints have been 
made to the District Attorney’s office 
by owners of property in the vicinity 
of New High and Temple streets, that 
Mme. Van's place is a nuisance. 

The thirty-days’ notice required by 
law for the abatement of such nuis- 
ances was duly served on Mme. Van 
and her landlord.and has expired. Mr. 
Murrieta was advised to cancel his 
lease, if he would avoid trouble, but 
has refused to do so. It is therefore 
the purpose of the District Attorney's 
office to let the complaints issue. Under 
the law the authorities may proceeed 
against owners and lessors as well as 
the tenants of property used as houses 
of ill-fame. 

Besides a criminal action brought on 
this account, a civil action may also 
be brought by the county or munici- 
pality against any person knowingly 
letting property to be used for immoral 
Purposes, to recover three times the 
amount of the rents collected: The 
law makes such a lease invalid, and 
there is therefore no excuse for the 
property-owner to refuse to terminate 
the lease, on the ground that he would 
be liable for damages. < 

me. Van’s lease of the Murrieta 
Block was for a period of five years, be- 
ginning November 15, 1892. The first 
year she paid $150 per month, the sec- 
ond year $175 and the third year $200, 
and it is understood the rent is usually 
paid a few months in advance. It will 
thus be seen, that should MF Murrieta

The matter then is en- 
trusted to deputy constables, of whom 
there are always a number on band, 
watching for the opportunity. The con- 
stables charge fees which are taxed up 
against the county and form a large 
bill of expense. As a matter of econ- 
omy, it would be a good idea to have 
a policeman detailed for-this duty ex- 
clusively. Last Saiurday evening, for 
instance, a police officer served papers 
in a few hours, which would have cost 
the county $38.40 by the fee system.

‘SENTENCED TO DEATH. 


Work on the Elsinore Extension 

‘Will Begin at Once—Juan ex 
Mas Sneaked Away—Los Angeles 
-gmd Riverside Cleb Runs 


‘RIVERSIDE, Oct. 1. Corre- 
dence.) This morning, at 9:30 
clock, John W. and Caesar Cummings, 
convicted last week of the pgp of 
Tt. C. Naramore on August 3 last, 
to receive from Superior Court 
Noyes the’ sentence of death for their 
“brutal crime. This sentence was the 
ordinary and necessary result of the 
verdict of the jury, which was that of 
guilty of murder in the first degree, 
with no recommendation that fhe pun- 
ishment be fixed by the court at life 
imprisonment. 

The Cummingses were not the same 
men when they were commanded to 
stand up as when arrested. All that 
jaunty and coarse carelessness which 

owed once in their every action was 
gone and the terror of certain death 
was upon them. Even before court con- 
vened the awfulness of their proximity 
to well-merited punishment by death 
showed on their faces, and they held a 
whispered consultation with their at- 
torneys with evident nervousness. 

At Judge Noyes’s command to stand 
up for sentence, one of the attorneys 
for the defendants arose - moved 
that the verdict of the jury be set aside 


and the defendants granted a new trial, 


upon the statutory grounds. A post- 
ponement of sentence was asked for By 
thé attorney to enable him to make 
preparations to properly argue the mo- 
tion. Judge Neg denied both requests, 
remarking that he had supposed that 
féndants’ attorneys would be pre- 
to.argue their motion for a new 


“trial when. they presented it and that 


he wished to dispose of the matter to- 
day. The court then ordered an ad-. 
journment till 1:30 p.m. 

When court convened in the afternoon 


“arguments upon the motion for a new 


trial were made by the attorneys .for 
the defendants, after which Judge 
Noyes denied the motion. The sentence 
of death was then passed on the men, 
fixing the date and place of execution 
on December 3 at San Quentin Prison. 

The Cummingses have showed very 
little remorse for their crime, but there 
was no elasticity or confidence in their

on San Quentin prison, within a few 
ys.

HOW THES. P. RAISHD MONEY. 
The fact that N. K. Masten, the gentle- 
man who hasbeen charged with the 
financial work of the Southern Pacific 
Cémpany in San Francisco for many 
years, has been dangerously fll, has 
brought out an interesting story in the 
San Francisco Examiner about the 
manner in which that gentleman suc- 
ceeded in raising money for the South- 
ern Pacific during the panic of 1893, 
when it was expected by a good many 
people that the company would default 
on its interest. From the following re- 
port of the affair, as given in the Ex- 
aminer, it will be seen that it was, in- 
deed, a very narrow squeeze for the 
big corporation: 

“Doubtless the most important. piece 
of financiering he ever undertook for 
the company was during the panic of 
the summer of 1893. On July 1 of that 
year the Southern Pacific had to pay 

,000 as the semi-annual dividend 
on its bonds. The money could not be 
raised in San Francisco by Masten; 
and C. P. Huntington was apprised of 
the tightness of the financial market 
here some two weeks prior to July 1. 
He was also informed that Masten was 
in a position to get small loans from 
day to day that might be used toward 
paying back the $3,000,000, if the New 
York magnate was compelled to bor- 
row the money for a short period. 

“As the story runs, Huntington left 
his New York office shortly before 
lunch one day toward the end of. June 
for the purpose of obtaining the sum 
required. He gave his personal note 
and $12,000,000 worth of securities as 
collateral, but even then he had to 
contract to pay the money back at the 
rate of $50,000 a day, or $300,000 a week. 

“He agreed to do this, and wired 
Capt. Smith and Mr. Masten, directing 
them to carry out the agreement. It 
was a big undertaking; and. was the 
main reason why the company that 
summer was behind in paying sala 
and wages throughout the State. Smith 
and Masten did a great deal of wor- 
rying, and the latter had to do much 
scurrying about to get the money. He 
would borrow as high as $100,000, sub- 
ject to call within a week, and that 
would suffice for two days on the New 
York loan. Then he would negotiate 
two $25,000 loans to make a payment for 
a third day. Some days he could only 
manage to make up $35,000, and then 
-he would call upon Capt. Smith to give 
him the difference out of the dally re- 
ceipts of the company. 

“After he had*been at work in this 
way for the first ten days Masten had 
to devise ways and mieans of paying 
back his first loans, and still keep up 
the daily payment of $50,000. He often 
succeeded in getting partfes to extend 
the time of payment, and by the offer 
of additional security; got tnore money 
from the.same individuals. 

“Quite he had to use the 
personal notes of Col. Crocker and C. P. 
Huntington) by acceptable col- 
lateral pa During the month. of 
July, while financial scare was at 
its height, he was often closely pressed 
in performing his task; but when Aug- 
ust rolled around and the. freight: re- 
ceipts-were larger the difficulties in his 
path were not.so trying. Yet it was 
still no easy matter to pty up the 
pace marked out for him b ng. 
ton’s agreéémént. If he bathed on 
tain days to procure the full amount 
he was. inexorable in his demand on 
Capt. Smith for the difference, no os 
ter what other uses Smith had for 
reasury funds. 

“And so, for ten weeks, Masten kept 
up. his rounds of the banks and offices 
in his endeavor to pay back the $3, 000,- 
000 that Huntington borrowed for a 
short time to prevent the railroad from 
defaulting on its interest coupons.”

THE FLORIDA ORANGE CROP. 
Under date of September 17, M. P. Tur- 
ner, secretary of the Florida Fruit Ex- 
change, wrote to the California Fruit- 
Grower from Jacksonville as follows: 

“The orange crop for the season 1895- 
96 will be less than 100,000 boxes, the 
bulk of which will come from Lee and 
Manatee counties, on the Gulf coast. 
We were hurt very badly by the freeze 
last February, and while as a general 
thing the trees are recovering rapidly, 
it will be at least two years before we 
shall see a heavy crop. It is impossible 
at this time to form any intelligent es- 


timate as to what next year will bring 
forth.” . 


The honey crop of 1894 was 
by far the smallest that has been har- 
vested in California for five yeafs. The 
California Fruit Grower gives the fol- 
lowing figures, showing the estimate 
yield of sacuridh for each year since 1890:

LOW PRICES FOR BEETS. Accord- 
ing to the Anaheim Gazette the Chino 
people are offering the growers around 
Anaheim only $3 per ton for 12 per 
cent. beets, a decrease of 50 cents per 
ton from previous prices, increasing 
only 25 cents for each unit of percen- 
tage above 12 per cent. in plitce of 40 
cents as heretofore.

Electrical Heating. 


(New York Times:) The possibilities 
of electric heating have been startlingly 
illustrated at the Homestead stee! 
works. In the Bessemer process the 
change of the iron into steel is accom- 
plished while the metal is reduced by 
intense heat to a fluid condition. This 
heat has to be maintained for a consid- 
erable time, for, if the metal begins to 
chill, the success of the operation is im- 

‘The prevention of the chilling 
has always been a problem with steel 
men. Recent developments in the 
power of the electrical furnace have 
shown that it is possible to obtain enor- 
mously high temperature by the use of 
heavy currents, and this discovery has 
been utilized at Homestead. A _ heat 
was allowed to become somewhat “cold” 
and the current w&s turnéd on. About 
twenty tons of molten steel that was 
lying dead in the ladle immediately be- 
gan to boil, and in a few minutes 
reached a white heat. The blaze as- 
cended several feet above the ladle, 
and was of blinding intensity. The un- 
accustomed degree of heat and the daz- 
zling glare made the operation of pour- 
ing the steel most trying, and many of 
badly 
burned. The test was almost too much 
of a success. In reality it was a terri- 
ble demonstration of the frightful tem- 
perature which it is now possible to ob- 
tain by human agency. Probably not 
more than a temporary injury was sus- 
tained by the workmen, but in. the fu- 
ture’ they will be provided with blue 
glasses, so as to withstand the intense 
light, and in future provision will be 
made to have the charge of current, 
which at the test was excessive, under 
perfect control. 


What Japan is Sure Of. 
(London Spectator:) Japan has 


learned a bitter lesson from the inter- 


vention of Russia. She realizes as she 
never realized before that Russia is 
her real enemy, or, at any rate, that 
he who would China win, must with 
Russia first begin. She knows now 
that if she is to carry out her dream 
of supremacy in the far East she must 
first settle accounts with Russia. Look 
forward a year or two and see what is 
likely to be the course of events. Japan 
will, during the next three or four 
years, be busy creating a great fleet. 
Her army is a sufficiently satisfactory 
weapon already, and need give her lit- 
tle or no trouble. When she has a 
fleet of first-rate iron-clads she will no 
doubt open the ball by virtually an- 
nexing Corea or else by making some 
new demand on China. 

The prompt payment of the unpaid 
installments of the war indemnity will 
always give her an excuse for quarrel- 
ing, for it is certain that China will 
make very slew progress in meeting 
fully her fnancial engagements under 
the treaty of Simonoseki. Russia will 
then have to do one of two things— 
either to stand by and let China be de- 
spoiled or else to intervene once again 
to protect her. But the task will then 
be a far harder one than it was last 
spring. Japan, if our argument is cor- 
rect, will be in a position to fight and 
to dispute with Russia the command 
of the sea in the far East. Russia in 
three or four years’ time will then have 
to meet the £16,000,000 she has just pro- 
vided, turned into iron-clads and tor- 
pedo-boats.
